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BUIE FACE OF THE ISLE 


Isle voters overwhelmingly backed the Conservatives in last week's General Election as Thanet's political 
map turned blue when Laura Sandys and Roger Gale trounced their Labour competition. 

Ms Sandys, who had been the hot favourite to beat Dr Stephen Ladyman for the Thanet South seat, 
crushed the former Government minister, beating him by 7,617 votes. 

Amid jubilant scenes she said she would dedicate her time in office to serving the people of Thanet 
South with determination and vision. Her victory ended Dr Ladyman's 13 years as MP. 

Mr Gale also won emphatically, beating Labour's Michael Britton into second place by a huge margin. 

The Thanet North result, in which Mr Gale triumphed, was announced first, before the eagerly- 
awaited Thanet South vote came about 30 minutes later. 

Tory activists whooped and cheered as it became clear that Ms Sandys had emerged the victor and 
Dr Ladyman conceded he had been well beaten. • FULL STORY OF ELECTION NIGHT ON PAGE 3

MEMBERS of the Ramsgate 
Marina Association have taken a 
vote of no confidence in Thanet 
council’s management of the port 
and harbour. 

Yourthanet understands that the vote, taken 
at a recent meeting, was unanimous. 

The association is now calling for a harbour 
board to be set up to limit Thanet council’s 
involvement as it believes it will make for a 
better-run port and marina. 

An association member, who did not wish to 
be named, said that frustration with the coun¬ 
cil had reached the highest level he had known 
and that members were now “embarrassed” by 
the situation. 

He said: “There seems to be a lack of interest 
in maintaining the port and members feel the 
harbour should be run seperately by a board 
on behalf of the council. As it is, the place is 
losing business because of the state it’s in.” 

One of the issues causing most concern is 
dredging. 

The association member said: “There are 
some very questionable things that have hap¬ 
pened lately which have prompted this. One is 
certainly the dredging and the way they just 
seem to forget to do it. 

“It silts up about 20 centimetres a year and 
I don’t think the western marina has been 
dredged since it was built. If you are to main¬ 
tain a good three-metre depth you need to

Move to stop greedy 
landlords cramming 
residents into flats

A BID to increase the min¬ 
imum floorspace of new 
flats has been launched. 

Thanet Labour group leader Clive 
Hart has put forward the idea to try 
to make sure any new flats that are 
built or converted are of a decent size. 

If adopted, it will increase floor- 
space of flats in places like Clifton¬ 
ville, where overcrowding is leading 
to concern. 

Cllr Hart said: “During recent 
consultation on the Cliftonville 
Development Plan Document, resi¬ 
dents expressed concern at the 
number of small units being creat¬ 
ed, leading to over-development 
and an overcrowding of the popula¬ 
tion in Cliftonville West, something 
my fellow ward councillors Linda 
Aldred, Doug Clark and I have 
argued strongly since our election 
in 2003.” 

The conversion of properties into 
flats across the isle has often result¬ 
ed in cramped living conditions. 

Typically, landlords offer smaller 
flats to try to get more residents 
installed for greater financial gain. 

Cllr Hart said: “This has con¬ 
tributed significantly to over¬ 
development and over-crowding 
in parts of the district and, in addi¬ 
tion to everyday quality-of-life 
issues, there are serious knock-on 
effects regarding physical and men¬ 
tal health and crime in these areas.” 

The motion was introduced at a 
full council meeting and will need 
to be voted through at a meeting 
of the council’s cabinet either this

month or next to become policy. 

If it is adopted, it will have to be 
policy across the whole isle, but it 
would have most impact in areas 
such as Cliftonville. 

The motion was sparked when 
Cllr Hart discovered that a social¬ 
housing provider had taken over a 
block of previously privately-rented 
flats in Cliftonville and insisted on 
larger floor areas. 

Social housing landlords typically 
insist on flats having floor areas of 
about 70 square metres. 

Cllr Hart said: “Some of the flats I 
have seen are terribly small, and 
you can’t even get a bed in some of 
the bedrooms I have seen. 

“Some are just not suitable for liv¬ 
ing in and I can’t see how the cabi¬ 
net could refuse this - it’s just a rea¬ 
sonable thing to ask for.”

dredge it every four or five years. The 
council used to advertise that depth, 
which can take most yachts, but they 
don’t any more. It is so bad now that 
we are talking about a two-metre 
amount of silt that has built up.” 

“Pontoons are sitting on mud at low 
water, which damages them. They 
need to dredge the eastern and west¬ 
ern marina and seem to be six 
months or four months too late. They 
have known about it for ages.” 

Dynamo Day, the celebratory event 
to commemorate the 70th annivers¬ 
ary of the Dunkirk Little Ships and 
the evacuation of Allied servicemen, 
could also be under threat if the 
dredging is not carried out fast 
enough, said the member. 

“There are supposed to be 50 little 
ships coming in. We have lost the tail- 
ships event coming in and now the 
council is desperately trying to dredge 
the marinas for the end of May so that 
50 boats can be managed,” he said. 

Dredging 

Dynamo Day is scheduled to take 
place on Wednesday, May 26. 

The member said estimates put the 
cost of the dredging currently going 
on at about £800,000 for the last six 
weeks, but Thanet council would not 
reveal how much it had spent. 

A spokeswoman said: “The contract 
for dredging at the harbour is cur¬ 
rently out to tender and that work 
will be carried out to ensure we can 
accommodate the Dunkirk Little 
Ships in late May, which attract con¬ 
siderable Press interest in Ramsgate. 

“As the contract is out to tender, we 
cannot comment on how much is 
being spent on dredging at this time. 
The first priority for dredging work 
was the port so we could ensure the 
new ferry could operate.” 

The spokeswoman also said the 
council was not aware of any vote of 
no confidence in its management. 


Pub purchase 'vital' to estate regeneration 


THE old Flowing Bowl pub in 
Newington has been bought by 
Thanet council. 

It is likely that the site will be used 
for housing as the regeneration of the 
Ramsgate estate goes ahead. 

Council officials have described the 
site as “a vital piece of the regeneration 
jigsaw-puzzle.” 

The pub has been derelict for a num¬ 
ber of months and was becoming an 
eyesore as it was falling into disrepair. 

It will now become part of the major 
regeneration plans for the Centre area 
of Newington. 

A council spokesman said: “Although 


no specific plans have yet been put 
forward for the site, it is likely that it 
will be used for housing.” 

Redevelopment plans that have 
been put forward will see the Centre 
demolished and replaced with a mixed 
scheme of new houses of various sizes 
and flats. 

Work should begin this autumn. 

The work will be carried out by Town 
and Country Housing Association, one 
of the council’s preferred partner 
Registered Social Landlords. 

At present, council-housing tenants 
are being moved out to other proper¬ 
ties to allow the work to take place. 


One side of the Centre has been 
cleared, with people moving to 
either other council homes or housing- 
association properties. 

Housing manager Craig George 
said: “This is a vital piece of the regen¬ 
eration jigsaw puzzle and we’re 
delighted to have made the purchase. 

“It’s a property that’s been derelict 
for some time and we wanted to act to 
ensure it was brought back into use 
rather than remaining as an eyesore. 

“It now means that the site can 
become part of our plans to regenerate 
the Centre and improve it as a place to 
live for our tenants.”

Labour will fight back, 

vows ousted Ladyman

LABOUR’S Dr Steve Ladyman 
says he will fight another day 
and said the General Election 
defeat was not the end for his 
party on the isle. 

Dr Ladyman, who served the Thanet 
South constituency for 13 years and is a 
former minister for transport, said the 
party would start again as it did before the 
1997 election, when the county was com¬ 
pletely Conservative. 

“All the former local MPs have very 
strong reputations, but it wasn’t about us 
- this was about the national elections, 
which is why good Labour politicians 
didn’t get voted back in,” he said. 

“I guarantee Labour will make a come¬ 
back - we will work on our local elections 
next May and capitalise on that foundation.” 

Dr Ladyman, who spent three terms in 
office, said the party was affected by 
what was happening nationally as well 
as the unpopularity of Prime Minister 
Gordon Brown. 

“He was an issue in the elections and 
this affected the result,” he said. 

“A lot of people dislike him and a lot of 
people respect him. People focused on his 
character flaws, but if you looked at how 
many people respected him, you can see a 
good balance. I will always support the 
Labour leader.” 

However, before planning a path back 
to power, the party should go into opposi¬ 
tion rather than attempt to form a coali-

tion with the LibDems, according to Dr 
Ladyman, who said such an arrange¬ 
ment would be too unstable for the main¬ 
tenance of a secure government. 

About Mr Brown’s decision to step 
down, he said: “I think it was the right 
decision and inevitable given the Liberal 
Democrats’ terms for forming a coalition. 

“Politically, it would be best for a Lib- 
Lab coalition, but unfortunately the elec¬ 
tion figures don’t add up. 

“If the Labour Party sided with the 
Liberal Democrats and the nationalists, it 
would only just be enough to form a gov¬ 
ernment and it would not be very stable. 

“Personally speaking, it would be 
wrong for the country, but it seems a 
Conservative-Liberal Democrat coalition 
is arithmetically the only way forward. 

“It may just be best for the Labour 


Party to be in opposition instead.” 

Asked who he would like to see as a 
future Labour leader, Dr Ladyman said: 
“It depends on which candidates are 
going to put themselves forward and also 
who’s standing for the deputy leadership. 

“My preference is for [Home Secretary] 
Alan Johnson, but again it depends on if 
he puts himself forward.” 

It was a grim night in the county for 
Labour, who lost all their seven seats. 

In the neighbouring Dover and Deal con¬ 
stituency, Gwyn Prosser, who also served 
for 13 years, echoed his colleague’s words, 
saying Labour could turn things around. 

Mr Prosser said: “Before 
1997 there was not a sin¬ 
gle Labour MP in the 
county and then our for¬ 
tunes changed.” 


Business as usual 
for jubilant Gale 

ROGER Gale has once again been elected as the MP for 
Thanet North. 

As uncertainty reigned in the country at large, this very 
safe seat remained in Mr Gale’s hands. 

The Conservative has been returned as the Member of 
Parliament for the seventh successive time and romped 
home past the finish line. 

His 22,826 votes dwarfed that of his closest challenger, 
Labour’s Michael Britton, who garnered just 9,298 votes. 

He said: “I’m very pleased. This is the culmination of a 
lot of hard work from a lot of people. 

“I never take anything for granted. Any MP who starts 
taking the people he represents for granted faces the fast 
road to the exit door. 

“I could not have done this without my wife Suzy. 

‘We need to remember that once the election is over, I 
am not the Conservative Member of Parliament for North 
Thanet, I am the Member of Parliament and I have a duty 
to represent all the people, not just some of them. 

“I have established a way of working that people appear 
to be comfortable with. There is a huge amount of work to 
be done, but I look forward to it.” 

Third place went to Laura Murphy, the Liberal 
Democrat candidate, who received 8,400 votes, while 
Rosamund Parker of UKLP received a mere 2,819. 

There were 83 rejected ballot papers and turnout for the 
constituency was 63.4 per cent. 

Mr Gale said: “I want to thank my team for their work and 
loyal support. We could not have done it without you.” 

He said he would continue to deliver for the people of 
Thanet North.

Speaking after her win, and beam¬ 
ing from ear to ear in a blue jacket, 
Ms Sandys said: “I feel very, very 
excited and very privileged. 

“It’s a combination of feeling veiy 
elated on one hand and the responsi¬ 
bilities I have to take on the other. 

“I am here to serve the people of 
Thanet South with dedication, com¬ 
passion and determination.

What are your 

memories of 
Dunkirk acts? 


PEOPLE on the isle are being 
asked for their help in remember¬ 
ing one of the Second World War’s 
most famous operations, which is 
being celebrated in Ramsgate this 
month. 

Dynamo Day in Ramsgate, on Wednesday, 
May 26, will celebrate the 70th anniversary 
of the civilian contribution to Operation 
Dynamo - the miraculous evacuation of 
more than a quarter of a million men from 
the beaches of Dunkirk in France. 

They were brought back to the English 
coast aboard thousands of small vessels as 
well as naval craft as the community pitched 
in to play a pivotal role. 

Ramsgate was a marshalling point and 
played an essential role in the evacuation. 

It was also one of the main reception cen¬ 
tres for the returning Allied troops and the 
many casualties. 

Professor David Welch, professor of modem 
history at the University of Kent, is an inter¬ 
national authority on British society and the 
Second World War and has agreed to be the 
historical adviser to the organising group, 
the Ramsgate Heritage Partnership. 

On Tuesday, May 25, the eve of Dynamo 
Day, Professor Welch will give a public talk at 
The Oak Hotel in Ramsgate, telling the story 
of Operation Dynamo.

An appeal has also been launched for any 
memories, memorabilia and artefacts the 
public may have in reference to this impor¬ 
tant moment in Britain’s history. 

This material will be looked after by the 
Ramsgate Heritage Partnership with the 
help of the University of Kent. 

Professor Welch said: “This will be a major 
oral history project for the University of 
Kent. Many details of the civilian side of 
Operation Dynamo were never written 
down, and memories might be fading. The 
timing of this could not be better.” 

Alexander Thomson, chairman of the 
Ramsgate Heritage Partnership said: “We 
are honoured and delighted to have such a 
distinguished historian on board. It means 
the contribution of civilians to Operation 
Dynamo in Ramsgate and all along the Kent 
coast, will be well recorded, with personal 
artefacts and letters well looked after.” 

Eight hundred civilian boats took part in 
Operation Dynamo - they became known as 
“The Little Ships”. 

Fifty of those which survived will be return¬ 
ing to Ramsgate on Wednesday, May 26, before 
they set sail for Dunkirk the next morning, 
escorted by the Royal Navy and the RNLI. 

Throughout the day events taking place 
around the harbour and surrounding area.

THIS week sees the 65th anniver¬ 
sary of the Liberation of Holland 
and up to 380 veterans who fought 
from the Normandy beaches on 
D-Day have crossed the Channel 
to mark the occasion. 

A number of coachloads left the Port of 
Dover last week heading for the lands that 
they freed from the Nazis at the end of the 
Second World War. 

The events in Holland are being coordinated 
by the Normandy Veterans Association, and 
Norfolkline supplied free transport for five 
coaches on its Dover-Dunkirk ferry service. 

Peter Hodge, who raises funds for veterans, 
said: “It’s brought back memories and we have 
been treated extremely well. The Dutch peo¬ 
ple appreciate what the Allied soldiers did. 

“It is a very emotional occasion for everyone. 
In one village there was dancing in the streets 



and many veterans received medals. We were 
also able to thank the Dutch Resistance, who 
helped many British and other Allied troops 
and airmen, and we were able to show it was 
a combined effort to liberate Holland.” 

Holland was liberated by Canadian troops, 
with the assistance of British and American 
armies, with the French also playing a part. 

On May 5, 1945, the Canadian General 
Charles Foulkes and the German 
Commander-in-Chief, Johannes Blaskowitz, 
reached an agreement on the capitulation of 
German forces in Hotel De Wereld in 
Wageningen, Holland. 

This followed Operation Market Garden, 
which saw airborne troops dropped on to vital 
bridges over the Rhine. The attack - one of the 
most famous of the war - was unable to secure 
the bridge at Arnhem. 

But last week, the British veterans who did 
liberate the Dutch were applauded for their 
heroism at several events, including a service 


in the village of Zutphen. They were joined by 
Canadian and Belgian veterans who had 
assisted in the liberations. 

There was also a group from the Dutch 
Resistance, who sheltered airmen who had 
been shot down. Those who were caught har¬ 
bouring Allied troops risked their own lives. 

After the liberation in 1945, Liberation Day 
was commemorated every five years. Finally, 
in 1990, the day was declared to be a national 
holiday when the liberation would be com¬ 
memorated and celebrated every year. 

On May 4 each year, the Dutch hold the 
Remembrance of the Dead event for the 
people who have fought and died during the 
1939-45 conflict and wars in general. 

There is a remembrance gathering in the 
Nieuwe Kerk in Amsterdam and at the 
National Monument on the Dam Square in 
Amsterdam. 

Throughout the country, two minutes of 
silence are observed at 8pm.

After 
this I worked at a veterinary hospital in Essex 
for eight years before coming to Ashford in 
2000, where I have worked at the Barrow Hill 
Veterinary Hospital since. Over the past 20 
years I have developed my interests in diag¬ 
nostic imaging and surgery.

A Strangely, my interest in becoming a vet 
stems from when I was about seven years 
old and I picked up a lizard in the school play¬ 
ground.

What have been your most memorable experiences in 
the profession - good and bad? 

My most memorable experience was a few 
years ago when I worked in Essex. I saw a 


puppy with a heart defect whose owner could 
not afford to see a specialist. 

I managed to persuade my boss to let me 
operate for free, rather than put her to sleep. 
The operation was a great success, although 
the puppy didn’t show any gratitude and bit 
me when I took her stitches out. 

The worst part of the job is the long hours 
and the days when, try as you might, there are 
some animals that just won’t get better.

Do you think that dogs and cats should be registered? 


I think that the animals I see here in 
Ashford are by and large as well looked 
after as anywhere else I have worked. There 
are always some animals that could be looked 
after better, but the majority of ones that I see 
are brought to me because their owners care. 


A Pet insurance is a useful thing to have. It 
does two things, to my mind. "Hie first is to 
enable you to afford the best treatment possi¬ 
ble for your pet, which may mean specialist 
treatment or ongoing medication. The other is 
that if your pet is ill, it takes away another 
major source of concern for you at that time. 

Anyone who works with the general public 
will tell you that people are more demanding 
of wanting the best. This isn’t unreasonable, 
but it comes at a cost. 


A Registration of pets is a hot topic. I am on 
the fence at the moment. It is not the 
people who would register their animals 
whose pets are causing the problems, and I am 
not in favour of penalising responsible pet- 
owners. A form of permanent identification is 
a very good idea. This is why we are offering 
free identity-chipping to all animals register¬ 
ing for the VIP discount scheme at Barrow 
Hill Veterinary Hospital in Ashford. 

Q What would you say to someone thinking of becoming a 
vet? 

A I would say: try to spend some time at a 
vet’s surgery. Get a feel for the type of work 
this involves. If you think it’s about stroking 
puppies and kittens, you may be in for a shock. 
It is a demanding profession to get into and a 
demanding job to do. When you get it right, I 
don’t think you could get more job satisfaction 
doing anything else.

A I have two children, of whom I am 
immensely proud, and I spend as much 
time with them as I can. My biggest stress 
relief is getting out on one of my bikes for a few 
hours, trying to find some hills to climb, 
although my friends tell me I seem to spend 
most of my time decorating.

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A future for our wild places

KENT’S wildlife should be better 
protected against potentially harm¬ 
ful developments like ‘Boris Island’, 
says the RSPB. 

The charity believes that conservation should 
be about more than just nature reserves and 
should instead be about the entire landscape, 
putting the environment at the heart of every 
planning issue. 

It has identified the Thames estuary as the 
first of several planned ‘Futurescape’ regions, 
which would involve the RSPB teaming up 
with other conservation groups, businesses, 
local authorities and communities to protect 
animals and plants. 

Such a partnership could spell the end for 
controversial proposals like Boris Island - 
London mayor Boris Johnson’s idea for a float¬ 
ing airport off the coast of Sheppey. 

‘Wrecking the best places we’ve got isn’t a 
terribly good place to start,” said RSPB 
spokesman Andre Farrar. 

“Proposals like Boris Island would rip the 
heart out of the Thames estuary. Those behind 
plans like this are harking back to older ways 
of thinking that don’t deliver for the Thames, 
and would be hugely damaging to nature that 
is already in decline. 

“It’s a habitat that occurs in very few places 
in the world, so we have a huge responsibility 
to ensure we put the future of these very 
special places at the heart of decision-making.” 

The RSPB owns or manages 40 square kilo¬ 
metres of land for wildlife on the Thames and 
has spent more than £50 million regenerating 
sites around the estuary. 


The Thames is listed as the UK’s fifth most 
important site for waterbirds in the UK. 

In 2002 the charity joined other campaigners 
in defeating the Government’s plans for an 
estuary airport at Cliffe and is working with 
developers to ensure that the Thames Gateway 
project benefits wildlife and residents alike. 

The RSPB is also campaigning against the 
Lydd airport expansion programme, fearing 
that emission of nitrogen from planes will 
drastically change the local biology. 

Mr Farrar said: “This year is the internation¬ 
al year of biodiversity, but we now know that 
the decline in wildlife globally and in the UK is 


continuing, so governments have failed to keep 
a promise they made a decade ago. 

“As a nation we need to look hard at how we 
can improve the situation. We’ve seen some 
great successes, like stopping the Cliffe airport, 
but more needs to be done. 

“Futurescapes are about working with local 
authorities to manage wildlife better and to 
ensure conservation is not an afterthought.” 

Other areas identified as possible RSPB 
Futurescapes include the Wiltshire chalk 
grasslands, the Humberside Levels, the 
North Wales Moors and the tidal zone of the 
Inner Forth.

Getting that sinking feeling?

LARGE areas of countryside in east Kent could 
become submerged due to rising sea levels, 
according to Kent environmental campaigner 
Geoff Meaden. 

His research shows that sea levels are rising 
at a yearly rate of almost one centimetre. 

Dr Meaden said: “Nearly a third of east Kent 
is likely to sink below the waves by 2020. 

“Given the accelerating rate of sea-level rise 
within the first half of this century, we will see 
a desperate struggle to maintain most of the 
land between Deal and Sandwich.” 

The issues of flooding in the area have been 
highlighted by campaigners calling for better 
drainage in Deal. 

Submerged 

Earlier this year, Environment Agency teams 
were called in to reinforce sea defences during 
a period of severe weather, which saw storm 
surges on the beaches. 

The BBC’s Inside Out programme reported in 
2008 that the South East could face a coastal 
crisis in future decades. 

If such a scenario did occur, much of Kent 
could become submerged, while Thanet would 
become an island cut off from the mainland. 

Dr Meaden suggests that sea defences need 
to be strengthened to reduce the likelihood of 
flooding. 

“Unless very substantial extra funding is 
spent on wider, deeper and stronger sea 
defences, then breaching of the defences is 
much more likely and the potential for flooding 
is enhanced,” he said. 

However, the public have become sceptical in 
recent years over the impact of global warming. 

In a survey conducted by Cardiff University, 
four in ten people believe that experts are 
uncertain about the extent to which our climate 
is changing, while the number of sceptics over 


five years has doubled, while official statistics 
show that UK greenhouse-gas emissions have 
been decreasing. 

Friends of the Earth executive director Andy 
Atkins said: “Figures suggest that UK emis¬ 
sions have fallen more in one year than in all 


the other years of the Labour government put 
together. The UK must now strengthen its tar¬ 
gets for tackling climate change by pledging to 
cut its emissions by at least 42 per cent by 
2020, based on 1990 levels, and to achieve it 
without offsetting.”

Like the Prime Ministerial TV debates, 
pupils will get the chance to grill the candi¬ 
dates before a secret ballot of the school. 

The four hopeful candidates will then suffer 
a nervous wait for the result of the count to see 
who will be head-teacher the following day. 


Mrs Kemp said: ‘Whilst, obviously, there will 
be limits to what any pupil can decide to 
change during a single day, this is not a gim¬ 
mick. The elected pupil will be able to address 
the assembly and take all appropriate decisions. 

“They will be given access to my office by my 
deputy head, who will also explain what they 
have to do during the day. 

“I think they will get a very hands-on picture 
of what managing a school is really like.” 

Mrs Kemp will then take the place of the 
pupil for the day and will have to do all the 
same work and even have to participate in 
playtime with the children. 

She said: “I am looking forward to it. I 
already think I have a very good idea of what 
it is like to be a pupil in my school, but after 
being a pupil for the day I will be able to say I 
definitely know!”

THE forecasters got it wrong, but the 
exit poll was spot on in predicting that 
the undecideds didn’t have the bottle to 
vote LibDem and most of the 'newly- 
engaged’ first-time voters couldn’t 
actually be bothered to vote at all. 

As I write, the LibDem Party is in its fourth day of 
negotiations with the Tories to form a majority 
government. Despite their inherent differences, it 
seems likely the two will find a way to work together. 

David Cameron’s Tories can taste power and will do 
whatever they need to secure Nick Clegg’s support. 

And by representing more than 60 per cent of the 
electorate, it’s not a bad thing. Probably. 

Electoral reform actually seems quite a good idea, 
although you could argue no one actually voted for it. 

When the election was announced, I celebrated the 
fact that for four weeks our voices would be heard. 

As I said then, French philosopher Jean-Jacques 
Rousseau summed up our system 250 years ago 
when he wrote the English are mistaken in thinking 
they are free: “It is free only during the election of 
Members of Parliament; as soon as the members are 
elected, the people is enslaved.” 

Now we are sidelined, though I rather admired the 
1,000 or so protestors for PR who turned up outside 
LibDem HQ on Saturday. It’s too late, though. MPs 
are elected - now they’ll do as they like. 


Mr Cameron must come up with a deal, or a lot of 
his party members are going to be very upset and 
he’ll face the boot as leader. 

Gordon Brown’s offer to Mr Clegg on Friday may 
have sounded desperate. That’s because it was, but he 
had nothing to offer Mr Clegg and his band of 50. 

Britain is in deep financial trouble. Whoever runs 
the country will be forced by the IMF and Europe to 
do the right thing, even if does mean sacking 
hundreds of thousands of NHS and public-sector staff. 

For Labour, losing will be the best thing that 
happened to them. Did they really want to implement 
cuts that would have ensured they’d be out of power 
for another generation? 

For Mr Cameron, almost winning is probably good 
enough. With the LibDems on board, he has someone 
to blame when the electorate gets upset. He can also 
build his image as a statesman and win over those in 
his party who think his election campaign was a bit 
rubbish. Next time he could secure a majority. 

And for the LibDems, they’ll have a taste of power 
at the top table. I reckon there’ll be a few defectors 
over the next couple of years who’ll like life as a Tory 
and will be tempted by the trappings of office. 

As I’ve said, though, now we must watch from the 
sidelines. The MPs are back in charge and they will 
decide both their own destiny... and, eventually, ours. 

Don’t believe talk of another election soon - they’d 
rather have a hung Parliament with compromises 
than face giving us our say again too soon.

Cancer doesn't stop 
the bills coming in 

Money worries should be the last 
thing on your mind following a 
cancer diagnosis, but in fact 
patients tell Macmillan Cancer 
Support that they’re second only to 
pain in causing them stress and 
anxiety.

Overcrowded 
jails 'in crisis' 

A PENAL-reform charity has criticised 
the justice system after figures revealed 
that prisons are overcrowded by more 
than 100 per cent. 

HMP Canterbury, which contains only 
foreign prisoners, was listed at number 
nine in the top 20 most overpopulated 
prisons in England and Wales. 

The report, by the Howard League For 
Penal Reform, showed the jail was 
certified for use for 195 prisoners but the 
population in March 2010 was 303. 

Frances Crook, director of the charity, 
called it a “crisis”, adding: “Overcrowding 
results in fewer resources being available 
for each prisoner. 

“Consequently, prison services focus on 
maintenance of basic amenities more 
than reintegration and security, more 
than purposeful activity and rehabili¬ 
tation.” 

A total of 80 prisons out of the 139 in 
England and Wales are overpopulated, 
with some 19,000 inmates sharing cells 
designed for just one person. On average, 
prisons are overcrowded by 111 per cent. 

A spokesman from the prison service 
said the Ministry of Justice was unable 
to comment on HMP Canterbury. 

He said: “Since April, 2007, over 7,500 
places have been delivered under the 
capacity programme.” 



Girls just want 
to raise funds

THE voices of 100 Kent women and 
a host of celebrities have hit the 
airwaves in a bid to top the charts 
and raise money for cancer research. 

Music moguls hope their remake of 1980s 
classic Girls Just Want to Have Fun will reach 
number one as millions of women take to the 
streets in this year’s 5km Race For Life, which 
is being held at towns across the UK over the 
next three months.

DJ Sonique - famous for her number-one hit 
It Feels So Good - also took part, stepping back 
into the limelight following her own battle with 



breast cancer. The singer has just finished six 
weeks of radiotherapy after three operations to 
remove a cancerous lump. 

The 41-year-old said: “Knowing the single 
features women who, like me, have been 
directly affected by cancer, as well as hundreds 
of women from across the UK, makes me feel 
extremely proud. 

“Recording the single was so much fun and 
meeting other women who wanted to do their 
bit to help the cause was really inspirational. 

“I hope this inspires people to buy the track 



and inspires every woman, whether they want 
to walk, jog or run, to sign up for Race For Life 
this year too.” 

Race For Life is now in its 17th year, with 
more than 700,000 people taking part last year 
and £60m raised for Cancer Research UK’s life¬ 
saving work.

JOOLS HOLLAND 

Saturday, June 12, Winter Gardens, Margate. 

GET ready to boogie on down to 
Thanet next month when the inim¬ 
itable Jools Holland pays a visit. 

With his famous Rhythm and Blues 
Orchestra, Holland’s live shows have become 
must-see events for fans of toe-tapping, hip¬ 
swinging music. 

In recent years, Holland has performed to 
four million people and his concerts have 
become an annual event for many people, who 
cannot get enough of the band’s excellent 
musicianship. A party atmosphere pervades at 
all their shows and June’s concert is sure to 
get the summer off to a swinging start. 

Some very special guests join Holland for the 
concert at the Winter Gardens, including 
singer Alison Moyet. With her distinctive, soul- 
infused voice, Moyet became a big star in the 
80s as one half of Yazoo and went on to enjoy 
considerable solo success. The other guest 
vocalists will be Ruby Turner and Louise 
Marshall, and former Squeeze drummer 
Gilson Lavis will also be performing. 

Bom in south east London in 1958, Holland 
soon revealed himself to be a prodigious musi¬ 
cal talent and by the time he was eight, he 



could play the piano fluently by ear. During his 
early teens he began his performing career in 
London pubs, although his first steps to suc¬ 
cess came when he formed Squeeze at the age 
of just 15. 

Along with Glenn Tilbrook and Chris 
Difford, he achieved extraordinary success, 
and hits such as Up The Junction and Cool For 
Cats still enjoy radio airplay today. Squeeze 
became popular in America and the band per¬ 
formed at the iconic Madison Square Garden. 

During his days with Squeeze, Holland 
formed a lasting professional relationship 
with dmmmer Gilson Lavis, with whom he is 
still working today. 

The pair became the first members of the 
Jools Holland Big Band, formed in 1987, which 
eventually became the 20-piece Jools Holland 
and his Rhythm and Blues Orchestra. Now a 
staple part of many fans’ annual music calen¬ 
dar, the orchestra is always in demand and the 
highlight of many a festival. 

Alongside his career as a musician, Holland 
has also become a TV presenter and broad¬ 
caster. He made his first foray into presenting 
when he interviewed The Police for a docu¬ 
mentary in the early 80s and then auditioned 
for The Tube, a youth culture show which soon 
became cult viewing. 

With his co-presenter Paula Yates, Holland 
helped to highlight countless new musicians 


and comedians. His role as champion of new 
and diverse music continues today with his 
popular BBC series Later... With Jools 
Holland, on which established and more 
obscure artists have the chance to shine. The 
programme’s Hootenanny is now a regular 
part of New Year’s Eve celebrations, as 
unmissable as his live performances. 

His highlights as an interviewer include a 
rare meeting with jazz legend Miles Davis in 
1986 and Holland bears the unique honour of 
having performed with musicians who have 
achieved success in every decade of the 20th 
century. 

Holland has also contributed to the film 
industry, with appearances in Spice World and 
Me & Orson Welles, and collaborated with 
Eddi Reader on tracks for the latter film. As a 
presenter he has fronted documentaries on 
American music and interviewed some of his 
own heroes, such as Fats Domino, Dr John and 
Lee Dorsey. 

For his multimillion-selling series of record¬ 
ings Jools and Friends, Holland has worked 
with a diverse array of artists from Sting, 
George Harrison and Eric Clapton to 
Sugababes, KT Tunstall and Norah Jones.

RECESSION and an 
Icelandic volcano have 
given a massive boost to 
the UK’s tourism industry 
as Brits rediscover the bril¬ 
liance of their homeland. 

Bournemouth could not have 
picked a better time to emerge as 
one of the UK’s top holiday resorts. 

A long weekend seemed an ideal 
opportunity to find out why a resort 
once seen as quaint has not so much 
reinvented itself, as simply moved 
with the times in a way any number 
of British seaside towns have failed. 

It is a leading destination for water 
sports fans - including surfing, water-ski¬ 
ing, diving and jetsking - as well as hav¬ 
ing almost 10 miles of sandy beaches. 

Boscome to the east has Europe’s 
first articificial surf reef (and beach 
‘pods’ designed by Wayne 
Hemingway) and to the west Poole 
sits on the largest natural harbour 
in Europe - that means sheltered 
water and a fascinating history. 

Bournemouth town centre and sea 
front on a late April weekend bus¬ 
tled with shoppers, families and stu¬ 
dents as bands played in the Lower 
Gardens - the place had a real buzz. 

Eating out is a magnificent adven¬ 
ture with 400 restaurants and bars 
on offer, and I think we got lucky. 

The Print Room, right opposite my 
hotel in the town centre, held a spe¬ 
cial interest for me situated as it is 
in the room where the press had 
lived for the town’s evening paper. 

Three years ago it was trans¬ 
formed into a 1930s-style eatery, 
with wooden seating booths com¬ 
plete with a mirror-backed bar, 
Swarovski chandeliers and a black- 
and-white chequered floor. 

The food was excellent and, as one 
critic said, it is one of the south 
coast’s best kept secrets. 

The following day we enjoyed 
lunchtime cocktails and a superb 
Thai-style meal in the Aruba, situat¬ 
ed unexpectedly through a doorway 
at the front of Bournemouth pier. 

Climb a few stairs and you will be 


surprised by the airy space offering 
seaviews, packed with diners. 

Do take a few minutes to find it, 
most locals know it, a lot of visitors 
miss it. Recommended. 

And that evening we had been 
directed to the newly reopened 
Ventana Brasserie, part of the stun¬ 
ning Art Deco-styled Cumberland 
Hotel, a short taxi ride from 
Bournemouth centre. 

The food was ambitious but good 
(and very reasonably priced), the 
staff were courteous and the gor¬ 
geous decor was in keeping with the 
building. You could almost have 
been in a 1930s Hollywood musical 
set. But the plasma TV with Sky 
sports news ruined the effect, even 
with the sound turned down. 

Now don’t think this weekend 
was one long food festival. Oh no, 
we managed to pop into the 
Oceanarium (near the pier), and saw 
turtles, sharks and a lot of fish. 

I loved it, kids will love it and its 
one to keep up your sleeve if the 
weather turns nasty. 


We also found time for a trip on 
the Bournemouth Eye, a huge teth¬ 
ered helium balloon soaring to 500ft 
out of the Lower Gardens. 

Views were spectacular, one of the 
signs I’m sure claimed 60 miles, but 
the sea mist curbed that a little. 

By Sunday lunchtime we’d moved 
on to Poole. A different proposition 
from Bournemouth yet closely relat¬ 
ed. The old town really is, well, old 
with a sprinkling of little shops, yet 
still has the feel of a working harbour. 

Then it was time to eat again: 
Sunday lunch at the Custom House, 
overlooking the quay and the world- 
famous Sunseeker boatyard (I use 
the term in the way one might call 
Wembley simply a football ground) 
which added glamour. 

So replete, again (splendid three- 
course Sunday lunch) we wander 
around the Poole Pottery then 
relaxed with a quiet drink on the 
harbour front and reflected this 
part of Britain offers so much... and 
it’s only a couple of hours drive from 
Kent.

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Iron Man 2 is not such a Marvel

DIRECTOR Jon Favreau’s first 
encounter with the Marvel Comics 
superhero was one of the most 
exhilarating diversions of the 2008 
summer blockbuster season. 

The film’s heady conflation of dazzling spe¬ 
cial effects, playful performances and sizzling 
screen chemistry between Robert Downey Jr 
and Gwyneth Paltrow jet-propelled the film to 
gargantuan box office takings in excess of half 
a billion dollars. 

Money talks loudly in Hollywood and so, 
inevitably, Favreau and most of his cast return 
for the sequel. 

The weight of expectation on Iron Man 2 
would test even the strength of the eponymous 
hero’s red and gold armour and regrettably, 
the turbo-charged sequel misfires. 

Screenwriter Justin Theroux struggles to 
integrate the new characters and to strike the 
same rumbustious tone as the first film. 

However, he does incorporate several scenes 
of Nick Fury (Samuel L Jackson) which lay 
the groundwork for the forthcoming film of 
The Avengers featuring Iron Man, Captain 
America and The Incredible Hulk. 

A brief sequence after the end credits 
continues to whet the appetite of ardent fans 
of the comics. 

Billionaire industrialist Tony Stark (Robert 
Downey Jr) announces to the world that he is 
Iron Man and buoys his over-inflated ego with 
the adulation of the masses. 

He single-handedly maintains world peace 
to the chagrin of the US government and pri¬ 
vate investors, who are keen to acquire his 
technology for their own needs. 

Stark refuses to share his invention, causing 
a furore at a Senate Armed Services 
Committee run by Senator Stern (Garry 
Shandling). Soon after, Russian physicist Ivan 
Vanko (Mickey Rourke), whose father helped 
pioneer the Iron Man technology, creates a 
crude replica of the electromagnetic device in 
the industrialist’s chest and transforms him¬ 
self into the villainous Whiplash. 

His attack on Stark during a grand prix 
compels the military to take action, seizing 
one of the suits. 

Stark races to avert disaster aided by good 
friend ‘Rhodey’ (Don Cheadle), new secretary 


Natalie Rushman (Scareltt Johansson) and 
chauffeur Happy Hogan (Jon Favreau). 

Meanwhile, rival arms industrialist Justin 
Hammer (Sam Rockwell) concocts a plan to 
destroy Stark Industries, which is now under 


the control of new CEO, Virginia ‘Pepper’ Potts 
(Gwyneth Paltrow). 

Iron Man 2 is weighed down by the anguish 
of Downey Jr’s inventor, who is being poisoned 
to death by the technology that keeps him alive.

There are a couple of cute one-liners -“Don’t 
be mad. I’m fending off a Hammer-oid attack!” 
- but these are few and far between. 

The rapport with Paltrow’s sassy love inter¬ 
est energises several scenes and Rourke’s 
tattooed villain is quietly compelling, destroy¬ 
ing the myth of Iron Man because as he tells 
Stark, “If you can make God bleed then people 
will cease to believe.” 

Action scenes are slickly orchestrated but 
don’t get the blood pumping and the final 
showdown is a huge anti-climax. 

Like its egotistical central protagonist, the 
sequel feels tired.

IDRIS Elba was in The Wire, which, 
in case you haven’t heard is a leg¬ 
endary American cop show, that had 
critics frothing at the mouth with 
superlatives to describe its quality. 

The imposing actor played the 
brooding, cerebral drug-dealer 
Stringer Bell and was one of the 
best TV characters of all time - no 
small praise there. 

I never knew he was British until 
recently, which is a testament to just 
how well he carried off the role. 

Not once did you hear him break 
into any accent other than that of 
Bell and he was utterly convincing. 

The BBC obviously knew a good 
thing when they saw it, and snapped 
him up for Luther, its own big new 
cop drama. Here he veiy much takes 
centre stage, whereas in The Wire 
he was one of many who made up a 
terrific ensemble cast.

I usually avoid this kind of show 
like the plague, but thought I’d tune 
in on the strength of his casting. 

The results are mixed, however. 

Elba’s performance is solid enough, 
but the show is too bogged down in 
cliches to really make much of an 
impression. 

Like every TV cop with a maverick 
streak, John Luther has woman 
troubles, seems almost consumed 
by self-loathing and has flashback 
problems which give him a huge chip 
on his shoulder. 

He broods a lot, too. He has a dark 
side, you see, and if you didn't see 
that coming a mile off then you 
should get down to Specsavers. 

I accept that a cop drama might be 
hard going if the character was 


whiter than white, but the same 
old plot devices come up time and 
time again. 

Would it really be that hard to 
draw up something new, to make 
the character stand out from the 
crowd a bit? 

The show is pretty nice to look at, 
and the streets of London are shot 
with panache, but was revealing the 
wrongdoer, before the plot unfolded, 
really a wise move? 

Luther is not a disaster just a 
little unoriginal and by the book to 
really warrant too much praise. 

There is certainly room for 
improvement and perhaps this 
will get better as we learn a bit 
more about why the character is the 
way he is. 

Let’s just hope for a few surprises 
along the way or this could tail off 
into just another cop show territory.

Latest Z-Car continues 
to uphold proud legacy 


NISSAN launched its original ‘71 
sports coupe here in 1970’s. 

The dynasty has not always impressed like 
that debutante though - then known as a 
Datsun - but the beefy 2003 vintage 350Z 
marked an impressive return to form. And it 
made way last year for the excellent 370Z 
derivative tested here in flagship GT form. 

This ticks open boxes left by its predecessor; 
nobody doubted the 350Z’s value for money, 
but the newer car’s cabin is closer to its 
£28,345 to £31,645 price band. 

And while the 350Z appeared muscular, 
some saw it as porkiness; the 370Z is actually 
seven centimetres shorter yet looks more slim- 
waisted. 

A rather intrusive bracing bar behind the 
350Z’s front seats has been lowered and 
camouflaged too, without affecting the stiff¬ 
ness of the car, which is also 32 kilos lighter. 

But don’t think the ‘Z’ has gone soft. The 
328bhp 3.7-litre V6 - up from the 350Z’s 309bhp 
- sounds brutal when challenged, revs cleanly 
(0-60mph in 5.3 seconds) yet feels refined and 
muted on a high-speed motorway dash.

hard work in traffic, with its heavy clutch and a 
six-speed gearshift that can feel lumpy at low 
speeds - the seven-speed auto option might be 
preferable if you want more all-round ability. 

However, the manual option does have 
Synchro Rev Control (SRC). Nissan calls this 
“the world’s first fully synchronised down/up 
shift rev control system allowing drivers of 
any skill level to experience perfectly smooth 
gear shifts every time.” I turned it off soon 
though, preferring to blip the throttle myself. 

The wheelbase is slightly shorter than 
before, but the rear-driven coupe is well-bal¬ 
anced and the direct steering and lively engine 

- in both the revs and sound departments - 
make for an exciting drive. A predictable and 
well-controlled tendency to step out slightly on 
the comers make it a real enthusiast’s car - 
especially with the SRC switched off. 

It also represents superb value. 

Obvious German rivals to the 370Z series - 
a lovely roadster is also available from £30,445 

- are the Audi TT, BMW Z4 and the Porsche 
Boxster/Cayman. 

The Nissan cannot have the same badge 
cachet, but for ability and standard spec at 
bargain prices, it must not be ignored.

MARGATE are closing in on the 
signatures of two new strikers as 
manager Iain O’Connell looks to 
replace Lloyd Blackman and Leroy 
Huggins in the Blues attack. 

The Gate boss also admitted that he’d had 
approaches for two of his senior players 
from Ryman Premier rivals but confirmed 
both players had committed themselves to 
the Hartsdown Park club for the immediate 
future. 

O’Connell is hopeful of signing Aveley’s 
Martin Tuohy, who top-scored with nine goals 
in 17 league appearances last season as the 
Essex side finished third before eventually 
losing to Boreham Wood in the play-offs. 

Despite a meeting with chairman Keith 
Piper on Monday last week, O’Connell has yet 
to learn his budget for the 2010/11 season, 
which could yet see the Blues playing in 
Ryman South if their relegation reprieve is 
not forthcoming. 

O’Connell said: “I’ve been making phone- 
calls and I’ve spoken to a few players already. 
There are two centre-forwards I’m trying to 
bring in, but they haven’t made a decision yet. 

“One’s just been released by a pro club 
and the other is Martin Tuohy at Aveley. 
He’s been playing at this level and scoring 
plenty of goals. The only problem is, I can’t talk 
to them about money because I don’t know 
what the budget is yet, but they both seem 
quite positive.” 

More player departures are expected in the 


coming weeks, but despite the inevitable 
flurry of interest from elsewhere, O’Connell 
confirmed that no more outward business had 
yet been done. 

“Cray have come in for Jamie Turner and 
Tonbridge have come in for Jay Saunders, but 
neither of them wanted to go,” he said. 

“Four [players] have gone already and there 
will be a few more as well, but no more have 
been released yet.” 

Saunders arrived from Maidstone United on 
the day O’Connell was unveiled as Mark 
Butler’s successor and quickly found his form 
to give the Blues more quality in the centre of 
midfield. 


Meanwhile, former Stones goalkeeper 
Turner experienced mixed fortunes in the 
run-in but has provided stability in the posi¬ 
tion where Margate needed it most. 

James Pinnock, another player to make the 
switch from Maidstone, is the only recognised 
senior striker at the club following the depar¬ 
tures of Blackman and Huggins, although 
Kent under-18 captain Sam Cliff may feature 
in O’Connell’s close-season plans. 

Midfielder Dan Stubbs will miss the first 
month of the new campaign after the 
20-year-old agreed to join Icelandic side KA 
Akureyri in time for their summer season, 
which began on Sunday. 


Woolford aiming to prove 
he's a cut above Haywood 


SCOTT Woolford takes the next step in his 
boxing career at the Goresbrook Leisure 
Centre in Dagenham on Friday as he fights on 
the undercard of Shinny Bayaar’s British 
Flyweight Championship fight against Ashley 
Sexton. 

The Ramsgate welterweight (10 wins, 3 
KOs, 5 losses) is looking to bounce back from 
his third-round cuts defeat against former 
British champion Young Mutley in February. 

Woolford, 28, faces Scott Haywood (19 wins, 
4KOs, 5 losses) in a rematch of last 
November’s bout when he stopped the 28-year- 
old Derby fighter after six hotly-contested 
rounds. 

Haywood has been clamouring for a rematch 
since and a win could put either man in line 
for a British title eliminator. 

Woolford insisted he is well-prepared, 
despite an interruption to his training when 
he was forced to delay his return from a holi¬ 
day in Australia due to the recent Icelandic 
volcano eruptions. 

“I kept training while I was out there,” he 
said. “Obviously I couldn’t train with the same 
intensity as I would back home, but my train¬ 
er has been pushing me hard over the last cou¬ 
ple of weeks and I’m only two pounds over the 
[10st71b] limit.” 

The cut Woolford suffered against Mutley 
may have cost him that fight but he said it

would not cause him any problems against 
Haywood on Friday. 

“It’s healed really well,” he said. “I had a good 
plastic surgeon sort it out after the fight. I’m 
not a cocky fighter but I’m confident in my 
ability and I hope to prove, once and for all, 
who is the best Scott out of the two of us.”
